SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled David Hamilton's Private Collection is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The Classification Office considers that the publication tends to promote and support 
the exploitation of children and young persons for sexual purposes. The book contains 
a collection of artistic photographs by the well known British photographer David 
Hamilton. The photographs primarily depict naked girls aged approximately 11 to 16 
years. The girls are often in sexual poses or the photograph focuses upon the sexual 
parts of the model. The text reinforces the sexual nature of the book and implies that 
children and young persons are sexually accessible. 

The Classification Office sought the opinion of experts under s21(1) of the Films, 

Videos and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC Act) regarding this 
publication. 

The right to freedom of information contained in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act) cannot be applied to this publication, because it has been deemed to be 
objectionable under s3(2) of the FVPC Act. Section 3(2) deeming provisions are 
inconsistent with and override the rights and freedoms contained in the NZBR Act. 
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
